The Commission appointed by the Government in 
October , 1902 to enquire into and report on the pre 
bent positionl OL Secondary cducation in India in all 
Its aspects and to suggest measures for its reorganisa 
tion and improvement nas made a number of organisa 
tional and other recommendations on the basis of 
which a number of equcational schemes directed to 
wards the improvement of Secondary education have 
been drawn up and are now under implementation in 
collaboration with the State Governinents . However , 
as the implementation of the Ministry s programme of 
reformning Secondary education has progressed , many 
organisational, eaucational and adininistrative pro 
blems nave been identified and the need for setting up 
a small body of experts to tackle these problems and 
to review from time to time the progress made in this 
neld has become increasingly urgent, The Govern 
ment have tnerelore decideu to set up immediately an 
All India Council for Secondary Education to discharge 
the functions specified below : 

2 . Functions. - ( a ) The Council will review the pro 
gross of Secondary education throughout the country 
and serve as an expert body to advise the State and 
Central Governments about improvement and expan 
sion of Secondary education in all its phases , 

( b ) It will examine and appraise proposals in this 
bendit referred to it by the Government on mära unu 
the State Governments and assist in the implementa 
tion of approved programme, 

( c ) It will initiate proposals for the improvement or 
Secondary caucali011 iIltne lignt of the experience 
ranned and witinin ine ambit ol the decisions taken by 
The Government of India from time to time . 


( i ) One representative of the Community Projects 
Administration . 

The Head of the Secondary Education Division will 
act as Secretary to the Council , 

5 . Tenure of Office . The tenure of office of all non 
official members nominated to the Council for the first 
time shall be 3 years reckoned from the first day of 
the first meeting of the Council and the term of office 
of all non - official members subsequently nominated 
shall be three years leckoned from appropriate anniver 
sary of the day ; provided that a member nominated 
under sub - clause ( c ) , ( g ) and ( h ) above shall cease 
to be a member of the Council jf he ceases to be mem 
ber of the Central Advisory Board of Education , All 
India Council for Technical Education and Indian 
University Board as the case may be. The official 
members of the Council will continue until they are 
replaced by others . All casual vacancies among the 
members ( other than et - officio members ) shall be 
filled by the authority or body who nominated the 
member whose place falls vacant and the person ap 
pointed to a casual vacancy shall be a member of 
the Council for the residue of the term for which the 
person whose place he Alls would have seen a mem 
ber . 

6 . No proceedings of the Council shall be invalidat 
ed merely by reason of the existence of a vacancy or 
vacancies among the members. 

7 . It will submit annually a report of its work to 
the Central Advisory Board of Education through the 
Ministry of Education . 

8. This supersedes Ministry of Education Resolutions 
Nos . F . 18 - 2 / 55 - 0 . 1 dated 2nd March , 1955 and 31st 
May , 1955 .
